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Ford Predicts N.H. Victory 


DOVER, N.H. (AP) - President Ford, 


who previously has stopped short of 
forecasting victory over Ronald Reagan 
in the New Hampshire primary, 
predicted Friday he would win as he con- 
cluded a final campaign swing through 
the state. 


"We're going to win not only in New 


Hampshire but elsewhere," Ford said to 
campaign workers. He said he planned to 
ride the improving economy to a 
presidential victory in November. 


At a Washington news conference 


Tuesday, Ford had stopped short of 
saying he would win in New Hampshire, 
but the latest trip, which drew large 
crowds, seemed to have buoyed the spirit 
of the President and his aides. 


In that Tuesday conference Ford said 


that Reagan is to the right of him and 


added that he believes no one to Ford's 
right can win in November. 


This drew a response from Reagan on 


Friday, commenting that "it does come 
rather strange since he tried on two 
different occasions to persuade me to 
accept any of several cabinet positions in 
his administration." 


Reagan said Ford made such an offer 


personally on the telephone shortly 
before Reagan-left office as governor of 
California in 1975. He said the second 
offer came from Donald Rumsfeld, then 
a presidential adviser, last spring. 


"I didn't want to be in the cabinet," 


Reagan said. 


Asked whether he throught Ford 


offered the appointments in hopes of 
keeping Reagan out of the presidential 
race, Reagan said: "No, I just thought he 
recognized my administrative ability." 


A White House spokesman confirmed 


the offers bad been made "to unify the 
Republican party and bring to the ad- 
ministration a wide range of views." 


On the Air Force One flight back to 


Washington, Peter Kaye, a spokesman for 
the President Ford Committee, told 
reporters riding with the President he 
was more confident of a victory in the 
Ford-Reagan contest next Tuesday, 
which most political observers rate as a 
toss-up. 


"There are signs of momentum," he 


said. 


Ford's chief White House political ad- 


viser, Rogers C. B. Morton, told reporters 
in Dover: "I think we're going to win 
handily in New Hampshire ... The pen- 
dulum is swinging." 


Morton said he thought Reagan may 


have overworked the state in numerous 


appearances here. Ford made two cam- 
paign trips to New Hampshire. 


Just before leaving the state to return 


to Washington, the President and First 
Lady made an unscheduled stop at a 
Newmgton Shopping Mall and shook hun- 
dreds of hands in the enclosed main cor- 
ridor. 


Standing on a platform in the middle of 


the mall. Ford made his most direct 
appeal on the trips for votes. 


"Betty and I are here to ask your help 


next Tueday," the President said. "We 
can do better if you help us " 


If elected in November, he promised 


"to continue my policy of candor, 
frankness and honesty in government." 


Reagan refused to criticize Ford direct- 


ly and said some of Ford's recent com- 
ments about him were the result of "bad 
briefings by his staff. "

The resignation of the con- 


troversial head of state' training 
programs for the handicapped 
convinced state senators Friday 
that reorganization of the 
program should be delayed. 


Upon the motion of Lincoln 


Sen. Shirley Marsh, the Ap- 
propriations Committee killed in 
a 5-3 vote Gov. J. James Exon's 
bill transfering the division of 
vocational rehabilitation ser- 
vices from the State Education 
Department to the State Welfare 
Department. 


Such a transfer would give the 


governor more control over the 
operations of rehabilitation ser- 
vices, since the Welfare Depart- 
ment is under his direct control 
but the Education Department 
is not. 


Committee members said they 


were willing to wait a year to see 
how a replacement for Assistant 
Commissioner Garry Cartwright 
works out before transfering the 
agency. 


Sen. Marsh stressed the effect 


such a transfer might have on 
the handicapped receiving 
training.

said, "It's hard enough to ask for 
help.

Cartwright. who has headed 


the program for four years, has 
indicated he will resign his post 
effective this June due to the 
pressure he faces. Commissioner

Cartwnght's administration 


generated controversy over the 
lack of effort devoted toward 
rehabilitating Penal Complex in- 
mates in past years. 


Most recently, state fiscal of- 


ficials have faulted Cartwnght 
for building a "bureaucratic em- 
pire" by hiring his own 
rehabilitation staff instead of 
passing funds on to local agen- 
cies to train the handicapped. 


A trust fund maintained by 


Cartwright was recently 
transferred to the state general 
fund. As a result, Cartwright 


said there are not sufficient 
funds through June to train any 
new handicapped persons 
requesting help

County Working Hard 
To Get Plates In Mail

The county treasurer's office has hired 10 ad- 


ditional parttime employes in an effort to get all 
license plates mailed to car and truck owners this 
month. 


The Motor Vehicle Department is currently up 


to license plate orders received by mid-January, 
County Treasurer Frank Golden explained. 


Out Worry Yet 


So those people who mailed in their orders for 


plates by mid-January or later should not worry 
that the order was lost in the mail. 


Incoming mail for plates is separated by the 


day it arrived, and the staff finishes one day's mail 
before going on to the next, Golden explained. 


The Motor Vehicle Department has been 


working every evening, sometimes until 10 p.m., 
and all day Saturday in an effort to catch up on the' 
mail orders.. 


Slower This Year 


Mail orders for licenses are slower this year 


because this is the year that new plates are issued. 
Plates must be pulled and the office is trying to 
make certain that drivers get the same number 
they had in previous years. 


In addition, about one-third to one-fourth of 


the mail coming in has errors, either in the amount 


of the check or in missing documents, Golden said. 


Golden is making no promises, but he hopes 


that all mail orders will be finished by the Feb. 29 
deadline when everyone must have the 1976 plates 
on the car. 


If the mail orders aren't completed, car and 


truck owners do not have to worry about being 
arrested for.not having a 1976 plate. 


The Police Department will not be issuing 


citations to individuals who have mailed in money 
for plates but have not yet received them, said City 
Police Inspector Leitner. 


LiJttil the mail backlog is completed, no cita- 


tion will be issued until an officer has actually 
talked with the car or truck owner, Leitner said. 


Short, But Cansfetent 


Lines at both the Gateway and County-City 


Building motor vehicle offices have been short but 
consistent every day, Golden said. 


Both off ices are open weekdays from 8 a.m. to 


4:30 p.m. 


In order to avoid delays individuals who want 


the same number they had last year should go to 
the office which is handling their beginning letter, 
Golden suggested. 


All licenses beginning with A through F are 


being distributed at the County City Building; 
licenses from G through K are at Gateway.

Patty Says Castle Blast 
Shows She's In Danger 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Speaking over toe objections of 
her prosecutor, Patricia Hearst 
told her jury Friday of last 
week's mfflkxKloUar bombing at 
the Hearst family castle. She 
said it showed her life was still in 
danger. 


The heiress, testifying on her 


and birthday, blurted out the 
announcement just before U.S. 
Atty James L. Browning ten- 
tatively finished a three-day 
cross-examination. Browning 
had sought to show that Miss 
Hearst could have tried - but 
didn't - to leave the ranks of 
her underground captors. 


Miss Hearst, 05ing for the se- 


cond time in the day, said under 
Browning's 
persistent 


questioning that she feared Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
"soldiers" William and Emily 
Harris would have had her killed 
if she tried to surrender to 
authorities. 


"They arent the only people 


nmning around who are like 
that," she said. "I've beard of 
other people anTseen others. 
There were many other people 
who could have picked up where 
they left off, and if they wanted 
me killed, all they had to do was 
sayit.'^ 


Browning then asked her what 


led her to believe the Huilsu, 
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arrested with Miss Hearst last 
fall, could exercise such power. 


"It's happening right now, Mr. 


Browning," she declared, sob- 
bing 


"What do you mean, MBS 


Hearst?" Browning fired back. 
Then be sought to retract his 
question, but was overruled by 
the judge after Miss Beast's at- 
torney, F. Lee Bailey, insisted 
she be allowed to answer.

Washington (AP) - The first decline in 


retail food prices in five months con- 
tributed to a further slowdown in the 
nation's inflation rate in January, the 
government reported Friday 


There also were lower prices dunng the 


month for gasoline, heating fuels and new 
cars, while prices rose for postage, auto in- 
surance and medical care 


The Labor Department said over-all con- 


sumer prices in January rose 04't. on a 
seasonally adjusted basis, down from an in- 
crease of 0 5% in December 


The January once roe was well within 


the Ford administration's inflation target 
for 1976 of just under 67C, and President 
Ford said it shows his policies are working 


The Labor Department also had good 


news for wage earners, reporting that real 
spendable earnings of workers increased 
0 2% dunng January and 4 3" for the 12- 
month period 


The growth in workers spendable ear- 


nings — which are earnings after the 
effects of taxes and inflation are subtracted 
— has been a major factor in the nation's 
steady recovery from recession 


Economic statistics undoubtedly will 


play a key role in the presidential cam- 
paign, with Ford and his advisers trying to 
get as much mileage as possible out of 
favorable reports, while opponents will use 
unfavorable statistics to attack the Presi- 
dent 


Progress against inflation was clear m 


the 12-month figures, which showed con- 
sumer prices were up 6 8% In January over 
a year earlier That was the lowest 12- 
month increase since July 1973, when 
prices had risen by 51% 


The Labor Department said its Con- 


sumer Prize Index for January stood at 
166 77, of the 1967 average, meaning that 
goods that cost $100 in 1967 were selling for 
$166 70 last month 


Without taking into account seasonal fac- 


tors, over-all consumer prices increased 
only 0 2% in January, the smallest actual 
increase since July 1973, when they rose 
the same amount 


Lower prices for pork, poultry, beef and 


fresh vegetables led to a seasonally 


adjusted decline in food prices in January 
of 0 27i, the first decline in five months 


Grocery store prices fell 0 4%, while the 


cost of restaurant meals rose 0 8% 


Commodity pnces other than food in- 


creased only 0 2% in January, the smallest 
monthly increase since September 1973, 
when they rose by the same amount 


Pnces of gasoline and motor oil fell 16% 


and the cost of fuel oil and coal dropped 
14% Pnces of new autos also declined on 
a seasonally adjusted basis 


There were increases in pnces of used 


cars, household goods and clothing 


The price of services was the big disap- 


pointment in the January report The ser- 
vices index rose 11%, the largest monthly 
increase since July 1974 when it rose by the 
same amount 


Part of the increase was blamed on 


higher postal rates, which went into effect 
Dec 31 Other major increases were in 
auto insurance rates and the cost of 
medical care, which rose 12% in January 
after a 1% gain in December, the agency

Washington (UPI) — Western 


farmers who irrigate their crops 
will find next summer's water 
supply below average in many 
parts of the region, the Soil 
Conservation Service warned 
Fnday 


The SCS said early-February 


surveys of mountain snowpacks 
which play a major role in 
supplying water as they melt 
later in the year indicate that 
"below normal nver flow is 
expected in California, Nevada. 
Utah, Colorado and parts of 
Wyoming' 


The forecasts are based on 


assumptions that near-average 
ram and snow will be received 
dunng the rest of the winter and 
early spnng Extended wet or 
dry weather through the rest of 
the season could improve or 
worsen the forecasts made 
Fnday experts noted 


Officials said that m most 


areas, the reduced nver flow will 
be at least partly offset by the 
fact that carryover reservoir 
storage is above normal They 
warned, however, that in 
southeastern Colorado where 
drought has already damaged 


much of the 1976 winter wheat 
crop carryover water storage is 
only 20°f of normal 


The report said snowpack con- 


ditions vaned in the Columbia 
River basin of Oregon, 
Washmgton, Idaho and western 
Montana They predicted nver 
flows would be near average m 
most Pacific Northwest areas 


In Wyoming and eastern Mon- 


tana, the snowpack was one of 
the heaviest on records on some 
local watersheds and above- 
normal flow is expected from 
most tributaries of the upper 
Missouri River in those states. 


In California's Sierra Nevada 


and western Nevada, however, 
the snowpack was among the 
lightest on record Officials said 
many California rivers are 
expected to yield only one-third 
to one-half normal volumes of 
water 
and flows are also 


expected to be subnormal in 
Ltah and western Nevada 


In the North and South Platte 


River drainage area in Wyoming 
and Colorado and the Great

joined the International Brotherhood of 
Police Officers (IBPO) 


With that move, a fulltime corporate 


lawyer and lobbyist will start work next 
week representing the IBPO chapters in 
the state 


At this point there are just two, the one 


in Lincoln, Local 544, and one in 
Scottsbluff, according to Local President 
Jim Hill 


The IBPO is the largest independent 


police union in the nation, according to 
Hill He said the vote of Lincoln poke of- 
ficers to join the large organization was un- 
animous 


Local Union Grown 


Since it was formed (we months ago, the 


Lincoln police union has grown to 173 


members, out of 226 eligible officers, Hill 
said 


Among the benefits of joining the inter- 


national union, Hill said, is that a 
professional negotiator will fly into Lincoln 
during contract time 


In addition, he said, IBPO seminars and 


workshops will be held in Lincoln to 
educate local officers on labor problems 
and tactics to deal with them 


Other advantages apparently seen by of- 


ficers in joining the union are a $10,000 life 
insurance policy that goes with 
membership and free legal aid for job- 
related problems 


Not Strike Omen 


The move to join the union should not be 


seen by Lincolnites as an omen that the 
city s police officers are edging toward use 
of the strike as a negotiating tool, accor- 
ding to Hill 


He said IBPO bylaws state that a local 


that goes out on strike will lose its charter 


The attorney handling legal matters for 


the two IBPO chapters in the state will be 
Murry Schaeffer, Hill said 


Schaeffer was a Lincoln police officer for 


seven and one-half years before he resigned 
to go to law school 


With County Attorney 


He is now working for the Lancaster 


County Attorney's Office Before that he 
worked for the State Attorney General's 
Office 


"We think he's sensitive to the needs of 


police officers and knows what s 
happening," Hill said 


Growth of the Lincoln police union has

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In Praise Of Criticism 


Americans bad better hope that people 


don't ever stop criticizing America. When 
the relentless, critical evaluation stops, it 
will mean we have ceased to function as 
the nearest thing to a perfect society that 
man has ever created. 


Ralph Abarnathy, the black leader, 


was complaining about America in Lincoln 
the other night. Truthfully, he has much to 
complain about. We have lived a hypocrisy 
over these last 200 years of our existence as 
a nation when it comes to the idea of total1 


freedom of opportunity for all people. 


The problem, of course, is majority 


rule, which is at the base of our system. 
When we let numbers decide, we have to 
listen to the basest voice, as well as the 
most enlightened. But at least there is the 
opportunity for all voices to be heard. And 
if the theory that human nature is basically 
good has any substance to it, somewhere 
down the line the words in the Declaration 
will have meaning for all people. That is 
something we hope for and strive for. 


Abernathy said America is the "most 


hated" nation in the world. 


It is, for the reason he gave — that we 


have circumvented our creed of freedom 
for all. 


And for another reason — that at least 


we have a creed giving hope to all. 


Never forget for a minute that as we 


are the "most hated," we are also the most 
envied for the opportunities that freedom 
can give. The system we live under, the one 
that is hated, comes closer than any other 
to letting loose the often perverse but more 
often salutary juices which move 
humankind and make living worthwhile. 


Paul Robeson, another great black and 


one of the prodigious all-around talents of 
our age, fostered hope in the stinking reali- 
ty of Soviet communism. One of his great 
flaws was his failure to admit that the 
Soviet experiment has failed so far as 
tolerating the aspirations of the human 
spirit is concerned. The Soviet Union and 
the people it subjugates are not free; the 
Jews and other ethnic minorities and the 
true Russians are not free. Only the hades 
who have ground their way to power are 
free in any sense of the word. And for 
them, they only have less limits than 
others. 


Robeson, the 
singer-actor-lawyer- 


athlete-human, said he felt free in the 
Soviet Union. He was also a propaganda 
tool. Free in the Soviet Union of Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn and Andrei Sakharov, where 
they put you away and drug you or kill you 
for thinking? What an illusion! Paul 
Robeson went to his grave hating the na- 
tion and the system which gave him the op- 
portunity to express himself and to strike 
back. 


It was difficult for him because of the 


color of his skin. But he did reach out, take 
hold and pull up. We are getting better, as a 
society, at extending that opportunity to 
all. 


The sun of freedom shines on America, 


imperfect as we are. 


We are among the precious few people 


in the world who can approach life as it 
was meant for man to live. Imperfect, we 
and the system are at least perfectible. 


When the clammer against us stops, 


the sun will have set. 


A Strange Set Of Values 


The American majority judgment is 


that Richard Nixon abused the power of 
the presidency by usurping it illegally for 
petty political gain and by lying to the peo- 
ple. 


It is that judgment which drove him 


from office, or as he would put it, deprived 
him of his "political base." 


Except for the support of relatively 


few diehards, he is widely regarded in this 
country as a discredited former political 
leader and history will likely record him as 
such. 


The Peoples Republic of China, 


however, publicly remembers him as a 
superior statesman, a world leader who 
renewed relations between the Chinese and 
American people, who helped them in their 
ongoing struggle against Soviet revisionists. 


the small society 


History likely will look kindly on Nixon for 
his China policy. 


Of course, the world also realizes that 


China at the present time is simply using 
the former president in its own self- 
interest. China is less interested in 
honoring Nixon and more interested in 
using him. 


What is strange is China's values. 
Good communists that they are, doc- 


trinaire Chinese look down long, blue noses 
at the "decadence" of the West. 


But they embrace and glorify naked 


aggrandizement and the abuse of power as 
represented by the West's worst political 
example. 


It is probably because the totalitarian 


ethic rules China that Nixon is held in such 
esteem.

WASHINGTON - If the CIA's dirty 


tricks department had been assigned to 
cast a shadow over the press, It couldn't 
have done a better job than did a covey of 
journalists earnestly committed to the in- 
-tegrity and high purpose of their calling. 


I'm talking about the Secret Report 


Caper, featuring Daniel Schorr, a star 
reporter for CBS News, and the 
Reporters Committee for Freedom of the 
Press. 


Here's the plot: 


Schorr, who has a way with govern- 


ment secrets, obtained a copy of the 
House intelligence committee's un- 
released report on the CIA and other in- 
telligence operations. It was a pretty good 
coup, and Schorr did a series of radio and 
television reports on it. Then it became 
even more of a coup when the House 
decided on grounds of national security 
that the report should not be issued. 
Schorr had not just beaten his colleagues 
to a soon-to-be-released document; he 
had a permanent exclusive. 


What to do? First, he decided that the 


report should be published — not just the 
guts of it, which he and others had 
reported, but all of it, or at least large sec- 
tions, word for word and in print. Schorr 
says he made that decision as a matter of 
"journalistic conscience" because, as the 
only person outside of official circles with 
a copy of the report, "I could not be the 
one responsible for suppressing (it)." 


Second, he decided that the report, 


now officially bottled up by the House, 
was worth money. Since he had no wish 
to profit from it himself, how about 
helping some worthy cause? And what 
more appropriate cause than the 
Reporters Committee for Freedom of the 
Press? 


He approached the committee's leaders 


and proposed that it accept the proceeds 
of the sale. They agreed and gave him the 
name of a lawyer who could help him in 
his negotiations with publishers.

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And so it came to pass that on February 


11, the Village Voice, a New York liberal 
weekly, printed 24 pages of excerpts. The 
content was less than sensational. The 
hardest news was a charge that Secretary 
of State Kissinger made statements "at

variance with the facts." 


Nevertheless, the publication set off a 


storm. President Ford angrily offered to 
help the House find the leak. Kissinger 
declared that "a new version of 
McCarthyism" was rampant. House com- 
mittee sources hinted that maybe the CIA 
had leaked the report to make Congress 
look bad. 


Then, with fine irony, there was a leak 


within the leak. The Washington Post 
reported, in effect, that Schorr was the 
source of the Voice's text even though he 
was denying it on the record. It also 
reported the deal with the 'Reporters 
Committee. 


Schorr is angry at the Post and the 


Reporters Committee. He says the Post 
story, which he called "unconscionable," 
used off-the-record material. He also says 
that his discussions with the Reporters 
Committee were confidential and should 
not have been disclosed. 


The Post denies that it broke any 


agreements with Schorr, and the 
Reporters Committee says it never felt 
that its arrangement with Schorr could or 
should be kept secret. 


The day after the Post story appeared, 


Schorr confirmed that he did indeed 
provide the Village Voice text and that he 
had made the arrangement with the 
Reporters Committee. 


* * * 
To bring the story up to date as of this 


writing, CBS has said that Schorr is off 
the House intelligence committee, story 
and that "as always we will back our guy" 
if he gets in trouble for refusing to tell 
where be got the report. 


Rep. Samuel Stratton (D-NY) wants 


the House to find Schorr in contempt for 
releasing a secret House report. So before 
it's over, CBS may get the opportunity to 
back its guy. 


It's a pretty funny story, if you like 


black comedy: news people arguing 
bitterly over what was on the record and 
what wasn't, and a group with the loftiest 
journalistic mission — defense of the 
First Amendment — agreeing to accept 
proceeds from the sale of a secret govern- 
ment document. 


But before the laughter dies and the 


press's notoriously short attention span 
wanes, journalists concerned about the 


good name of their trade would do well to 
try to clean up the mess. 


There Is, for example, that money. At 


this writing, it apparently k hovering 
between the Village Voice and the 
Reporters Committee. Schorr has said it 
is a "substantial" amount, but he won t 
say bow much. 


Think how the press - Schorr included 


- would move in on a situation like this if 
someone else had been doing the dealing. 
Go, you investigative tigers, go! The 
public has a right to know how much 
money was involved and what happens to 
it. 


£ * * 
Retroactive judgments are easy and 


often unfair. Nevertheless, I'll offer a 
couple: 


Schorr should have recognized that the 


dollar sign is a danger sign in journalism. 
The buying or selling of news inevitably 
taints the product. His own network has 
had experience with that truism. (It 
should be noted that CBS was not in- 
volved in Schorr's marketing of the text; 
he says he acted entirely on his own after 
the report's use to the network was over.) 


As for the Reporters Committee, no 


matter how much it needed funds, it 
should have recognized the untenable 
position it was getting itself into. Its argu- 
ment that the deal was acceptable 
because the committee was to be just a 
"passive" recipient of the money is naive 
— and doesn't quite jibe with the sugges- 
tion of a negotiator to Schorr. 


The story is not over. Schorr may have 


further problems with the House and 
with his bosses. 


But whatever happens, the cause of 


free journalism has been damaged. News 
people should be laughing with tears in 
their eyes. 


As for those dirty trick boys at CIA, 


their laughter should be tempered by en- 
vy. Even the most devious of them 
couldn't have dreamed up a "poisoned 
well" scheme like the Secret. Report 
Caper.

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Doctor-patient confidentiality is the 


physician's crutch. He is on high ethical 
grounds when he conceals grave illness or 
irrational behavior.

Wilbur Mills, for example, is not the 


only alcoholic in Congress. There are 
others, insulated from discovery by doc- 
tors and staff. Reporters know them by 
name bat feel that it would be in bad 
taste to tell. 


The same journalists discovered that 


Senator Thomas Eagleton of Missouri 
had once undergone electroconvulsive 
therapy for chronic depression. They felt 
that it was right to reveal the story, even 
though Eagleton had long since 
recovered. The news almost destroyed 
the senator's career. 


No one seems able to define at what 


point the pathology of a statesman may 
affect the health of a nation. Surely Doc- 
tor Morell was aware of Adolf Hitler's 
deep paranoia, his compulsive obsession 
with the myth that Germany's enemies 
were Jews. 


Morell, a quack, remained mute. 


Europe went up in flames. One of every 
five Jews in the world was slain. Two 
million Poles died. The question is. 


would the German people have ousted 
their chancellor if they knew the truth? 
The cynical response must be, "No."

Lord Moran was Winston Churchill's 


pompous physician for many years. When 
his patient died, the doctor.published his 
medical findings: 


"Since I first saw him ... he has had: 
"A heart attack in Washington, D.C., 


just after Pearl Harbor; 


"Three attacks of pneumonia; 
"Two strokes, in 1949 and 1953; 
"Two operations, one of which found 


the abdomen full of adhesions and lasted 
two hours; 


"A form of conjunctivitis unlikely to 


clear up without a small operation." 
Moran, who was proud of his conceal- 
ment, did not mention Churchill's diver- 
ticulitis. his dyspepsia, his addiction to a 
fifth of brandy per day.

At times, medical secrecy comes dose 


to comedy. In 1893, when President 
Grover Cleveland was discovered to have 
advanced cancer of the mouth, the White 
House physicians decided that if they 
operated on a rolling, pitching yacht 
called the "Oneida," no one would know. 


Surgeon Joseph Di Bryant ordered the 


boat to "steam slowly" up the East 
River. The staterooms did not offer suf- 
ficient light. Bryant had the President 
propped in a chair and tied securely to 
the forward mast. 


An encapsulated malignancy the size of 


a 25-cent piece was located in the upper 
left jaw. Anesthesia was nitrons oxide 
followed by ether. The distinguished 
patient was in view of passing tugboats 
and barges. 


A dentist extracted two bicuspids. 


Bryant then excised the growth. He 
removed most of the upper left jaw in 31 
minutes. It was remarkable work for its 
time because Cleveland would live in 
reasonably good health for 15 years. 


The mouth healed. Bryant fashioned a 


rubber jaw and teeth. "News of this," the 
President said, "will be disastrous for the 
nation." To the contrary, such news 
would be catastrophic for Cleveland. 


The editors of. "Medical World News" 


have done considerable research on the 
question of the health of public figures 
versus the public right to know. Wisely, 
they point out that Kennedy's mild Ad- 


dison's disease was not, in itself, 
noteworthy. 


However, for 13 years he had been 


dependent on a cortisone derivative as a 
control agent. When be ran for president, 
Mrs. India Edwards, a backer of LBJ, 
told the press, "If it weren't for cor- 
tisone, Senator Kennedy wouldn't be 
alive." 


This was an exaggeration. The danger, 


as Dr. James A. Nicholas of New York 
pointed out, was not the disease, but the 
possibility of mood alteration because of 
the use of steroids. 


Kennedy might have felt euphoric in 


the Oval Office when he should have 
sensed danger to the Republic. A study of 
Kennedy's decisions in the White House 
negates the proposition that his outlook 
was liappy-as-a-bird. In private, he was 
often a contentious grouch. 


Whether secrecy is right or wrong, the 


electorate is not discerning. Our grand- 
parents elected William Howard Taft He 
weighed 390 pounds and seemed about to 
exptode. Then there is Richard Nixon...

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Meat Buying Rules Advanced

A bill which would force prompt 


payments for meat products by both 
packers and retailers received 26-5 first 
round approval in the Unicameral Friday. 


The measure, which grew out of the 


financial collapse of American Beef 
Packers, Inc., would require the buyer of 
meat from any slaughtering or packing es- 
tablishment to make payment within 48 
hours Retailers would have to pay for their 
meat products within Seven days. 


Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood, chair- 


man of the Agriculture Committee which 
put the bill, LB434, together, took note 
there was some opposition to the proposal. 
He said he would agree to "any workable 
amendments" after the lawmakers have 


had an opportunity to receive reaction on 
the legislation. 


Sen. Orval Keyes of Springfield objected 


to one section which provides no discount 
of any kind can be made by a slaughter 
house or packer toany retailer for products 
not up to standards unless the retailer first 
submits a claim to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 


Keyes said, "We should not let the USDA 


decide the discount." 


Omaha Sen. Eugene Mahoney 


questioned the seven-day requirement, 
arguing it could prove a hardship to some 
retailers, especially small "mama and 
papa" stores. 


But another Omaha senator, James 


Dickinson, said if the packer has to pay for 
his meat within 48 hours, he too deserves 


consideration for prompt payment after he 
delivers his products to retailers. 


Mahoney had said. "This bill tries to con- 


trol how the retailer buys his meat. You 
are trying to take the poor little retailer 
and put him up there with the packer." 


The legislation, he added, "might chase 


the little guy on Main Street to Iowa and 
Kansas to buy his meat." 


According to Sen. Bill Burrows of 


Adams, the small stores already pay 
promptly and LB434 "would protect them 
against the giant food chains" who 
sometimes take weeks to pay their bills and 
in the meantime use the money to their 
financial advantage. 


"When retailers can pay any darn time 


they please, they can jeopardize the in- 
dustry," Schmit said. 


Ed Aid Change Over Second Hurdle 


The Legislature voted second 


round approval to a bill Friday 
that would propose a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow 
state tax money to go to private 
college students and private 
schools teaching handicapped 
children. 


An attempt by Big Springs 


Sen. Jack Mills to eliminate the 
aid to the private college 
students failed on a vote of 10-26. 
If the Legislature passes the bill, 
LB666, Nebraskans will have a 
chance to vote on the two issues 
separately in the coming 
primary election. 


Bellevue Sen. Frank Lewis, 


who shepherded the bill through 
the first two floor stages, said 
the aid to private college 
students was needed so that 
students could 'receive federal 
grants.

Unicom Speaker Jules Burbach 
Ends 20 Years Of Civic Service

Jules Burbach, Unicameral 


speaker and father of some of 
the state's most significant tax 
laws, announced Friday he is en- 
ding his 20-year legislative 
career. 


The 63-year-old grain elevator 


owner from Hartington told 
reporters he will not seek re- 
election this year and instead 
plans to pursue personal in- 
terests, including travel, which 
his legislative duties have 
prevented. 


In a shot statement, Burbach 


said: 


"This has been an extremely 


difficult decision for me to 
make. I feel my contribution to 
my constituents and the citizens 
of the state has been very 
fulfilling." 


Among Burbach's legislative 


accomplishments, the foremost 
was his sponsorship of a con- 
stitutional amendment in 1967 
replacing the state's property tax 
with a sales and income tax. As 
chairman of the Legislature's 
Revenue Committee, Burbach 
introduced the bill on behalf of 
Gov. Norbert Tiemann. 


He also' sponsored the con- 


stitutional amendment which 
enabled a tax exemption on the 
amount of property taxes an in- 
dividual must pay for bis home. 


Another accomplishment Bur- 


bach said he is proud of is 


Jules Burbach 


highway legislation. Burbach 
chaired a highway study com- 
mittee which sponsored legisla- 
tion allowing the issuance of 
state bonds to finance state and 
interstate highway im- 
provements. 


In addition, Burbach was in- 


strumental in enacting personal 
property tax exemptions for 
farms and businesses over Gov. 
J. James Exon's veto.

area. Burbach won election to 
the Legislature seven tunes. 


On two occasions, he ran un- 


successfully for partisan office. 
In 1970, he sought the Democrat 
gubernatorial nomination but 
lost to Gov. J. James Exon by 3,- 
000 votes. Exon went on to 
defeat incumbent 
Gov. 


Tiemann. 


In 1974, the first year the 


governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor were elected on a team 
ticket, Burbach sought the 
number two spot on the 
Democrat ticket but was 
defeated by Gerald Whelan, 
Exon's choice for the post. 


Burbach is not forsaking 


politics. He said he has agreed to 
work for Omaha Mayor Edward 
Zorinsky in his bid for the 
Democrat nomination for U.S. 
Senate this year. 


There was also speculation at 


one time that Burbach would 
run for the Nebraska Public Ser- 
vice Commission. Burbach ap- 
parently has no plans to do that. 


Burbach's long-time adver- 


sary, Exon, said he was 
somewhat surprised Burbach 
chose to retire from the 
Legislature. 


"He has been a key member, a 


key leader in the Legislature," 
Exon said. 


Burbach's 
legislative 


colleagues joined in lamenting 
his departure. 


Omaha Sen. Gene Mahoney 


called Burbach's decision "a 
tragedy." 


The dean of the Legislature, 


Sen. George Syas. remarked, "I 
think he's been great; I hate to 
see him leave."

Tech Tax Ruling 
Appeal Planned 


By The Associated Press 


It appears that a 1975 law, 


passed to cure unconstitutional 
ills in an earlier law governing 
property tax support for 
Nebraska's technical community 
college areas, will again go to the 
State Supreme Court. 


Sheridan County Atty. Mi- 


chael Smith of Gordon says he 
plans to appeal a District Court 
judge's ruling that the. 1975 law 
is constitutional. The ruling, 
-made Jan. 28 by Judge Robert 
Moran, forced Sheridan County 
officials to turn over property 
tax money collected to support 
the Western Nebraska Techni- 
cal Community College Area. 


In all, only two of the counties 


in the 13-tfounty area have 
turned their property tax col- 
lections for the area over to the 
school. They are Scotts Bluff 
County, which did so without 
balking, and Sheridan County, 
which did so only after the rul- 
ing. 


Scottsbluff attorney Russell 


Lovell, representing Western 
Nebraska Tech, will oppose the 
appeal, and has already filed suit 
in an effort to force Dawes and 
Box Butte Counties to turn over 
their property tax collections for 
the area. Those suits are slated 
for hearings before Judge Moran 
Feb. 24-25. and Lovell, in light of 
the Sheridan County ruling, is 
optimistic. 


Area President William Pta- 


cek of Scottsbluff says the area 
has enough money to cover bills 
through this Friday. After that, 
the area will be technically 
broke. According to Ptacek, it 
favorable court rulings are not 
forthcoming quickly, the area 
will have to borrow to cover 


future payrolls and bills. 


During a meeting Wednesday 


night, area board members 
agreed to accept an offer from" 
Nebraska Association of Com- 
m u n i t y College Trustees 
(NACCT) to pay 75 per cent of all 
legal costs pursuing the col- 
lection of the property taxes 
from Dawes and Box Butte 
Counties. NACCT is a recently- 
formed group representing the 
s t a t e ' s community college 
areas 


Under the present law, coun- 


ties may levy up to 2.5 mills to 
support their community col- 
lege areas. Two mills of the levy 
may go for actual operative sup- 
port, while the other half mill is 
to be used to retire or pay off 
existing bonds. 


Smith said the 1975 law is 


worded differently, but is not 
much better than the previous 
law, which was declared uncon- 
stitutional by the State Supreme 
Court. In its ruling, the high 
court said the previous law 
violated the so-called "Duis 
Amendment," which prohibits 
statewide property tax levies for 
state institutions. 


Smith and the others opposed 


to the new law contend that the 
state is obligated and responsi- 
ble for providing post-secondary 
education. He feels the new law, 
which compels all counties to 
support technical community 
college areas, only creates an il- 
lusion of being a local function 
or responsibility. 


Smith said the state should 


provide the needed financial 
support through the normal 
channels (sales and income 
taxes) used to finance other state 
functions. 


Omaha (AP) - Dr Norbert

Clown Lady Came 


"Yesterday the clown lady came to school. 
"Her clown name is Little Miss Muff. 
"Little Miss Muff will come to school today and tomorrow." 


The words of the lesson conveyed the message. The students 


were about to embark on an exciting experience — and an 
educational one to boot. 


Even the reading lesson was special for those particular 


students. From it, they were learning not only to read, but to talk 
and to communicate with their hands. 


To a one, the students are deaf or hard of hearing. Together 


they make up the deaf unit at Prescott School. 


What they lack in hearing ability, they make up in other senses 


... and it didn't take them long to establish a special rapport with, 
"the clown lady." 


"When you put on powder you hold your breath... like this," 


the lady in the oversized, red polka dot suit said, pursing her lips. 


Despite the dozen hearing aids worn in the classroom the 


students couldn't hear her every word, but the message came 
across loud and clear. "The clown lady," Marie Muffley, acted out 
what she was saying. 


"Way back in the 1600's, deaf children were taught pantomine" 


as a means of communication, said Mrs. Muffley, mixing a bit of 
history into her routine. In fact, said the woman known in clown 
circles as Little Miss Muff, '.'This whole act started with the deaf." 


Why not? Those without speech or hearing are naturals for 


clown roles. Seldom does a clown speak; he uses other means of 
communication, usually pantomime. 


Many of the children read her lips. Just in case, teachers 


repeated her words, very slowly, using sign language as a reinforce- 
ment. 


''Just because you can't hear very well doesn't mean you can't 


act it out," the clown lady told the students. 


Act it out they did, playing a game of "let's pretend." 
They pretended to pass a hot potato, then an ice cube. Oh, the 


looks, the gestures ... they told it all. 


The children applied their makeup base, puckered and applied 


the powder and greasepencil eyebrows. 


Mirrors were passed around so the children could see the 


results. They liked what they saw. Some smiled toothy grins; some 
made faces at themselves. Most shrieked with delight 


Next came the rouge. "The little red dot (on the nose) means 


love," Little Miss Muff said. "And clowns love everyone." 


"LOVE." echoed one of the learning youngsters. 
"Clown, clown, clown today," said one of the children drawing 


attention to his madeup face and his hands cupped over his nose to 
form the bulbous nose of the circus clown. 


Wigs and hats donned, the transformation took place. In no 


time the children got into the spirit of the exercise. They became 
clowns, true clowns. Looking in the mirror and giggling. Clowning 
it up. Running. Laughing. Being silly. 


Rather than reprimands the students earned laughter from 


their teachers. 


The children did what all good clowns do ... they elicited 


hearty laughs from their audience. 


That was their clowning glory.

But if you play 
anything else, declarer makes 
the hand 


Now how can you be expected 


to know at trick three that the 
king of clubs is the killing play7 
The answer is that you don't 
know it — but you should make 
the play anyhow' 


It is based on the principle 


that your number one goal is to 
beat the contract You know 
from seeing dummy that 
declarer must have either the 
ace of hearts or ace of clubs — 
in addition to the king of spades 
and ace of diamonds he has 
already shown up with. 


He may in fact have both 


missing aces, but you must 
dismiss that possibility because 
it would mean the contract is 
beyond redemption Instead you 
credit partner with one of them 
— and you should then assign 
the ace of clubs to him because, 
if he has that card, you can beat 
the contract, while if he hasn't, 
you can't

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5 Hebron Tracts Get No Bids

Hebron — Five land tracts 


from the old Bruning alrbase, in- 
cluding the choisest acreage on 
the site, failed to elicit minimum 
starting bids here Friday at a 
widely advertised public auc- 
tion. 


But another six tracts did sell, 


the two highest bnnmg 1875 per 
acre. Spirited bidding on the two 
pushed the figures to $105 and 
$245 per acre above the ap- 
praisals 


As stipulated by law, the state, 


Department of Aeronautics 
could accept no offers below the 
appraised value of each tract. 
The department has owned the 
land and leased it since the base 
was deactivated. 


Walter Kreuscher. assistant 


director of the department, said 
law required that the five tracts 
retained will be reappraised and 
offered at auction again "within 
the next year." The unsold land 
included the only two irrigated 
tracts on the base, one appraised 
at $924 per acre and the other at 
$950. 


"I was pleased with the sales 


which were made, but can't 
figure out why the irrigated 
lands didn't go," said Kreuscher. 
"The minimums were only a few 
dollars more per acre than on 
some of the dry cropland which 
did sell." 


Among the acreage attracting 


no bids was the 526-acre site now 
leased to ProChemco, Inc. for 
use as a feedlot. 


Land In Thayer County 
Brings $2,000 An Acre 


Carleton — The highest priced 


farmland ever sold in Thayer 
County brought $2,000 per acre 
at an auction here last Saturday. 


A quarter-section owned by 


ColoKan, Inc , a Kansas corpora- 
tion. was sold to Wayne 
Lahmers At one time the 160- 
acre tract had been owned by his 
son. Jerry Lahmers, now of Hol- 
Iv, Colo. 


According to Bill Svoboda, 


Hebron auctioneer, the farm in- 
cluded a pivot irrigation system 
A second farm of 200 acres, 
mostly irrigated, was sold at the 
same time to Jerry- Keim and 
Tom Bohlmg for $1.650 per acre 


The farms are located ap- 


proximately 4's miles southeast 
of Carleton. 


Two of the largest tracts sold, 


approximately 103 and 157 acres,' 
went to Ted Currey for $875 per 
acre. He has been leasing all the 
base farmland on a negotiated 
annual basis for the past 11 
years. 


Three other tracts were 


bought by Frank Bruning, 
banker in the town of Bruning 
just west of the base, for their 
appraised value. He paid $126 
and $177 per acre for two small 
pastures and $495 for a 72-acre 
piece of cropland. 


Gene Heidemann of Daykin 


bought the sixth tract, also at the 
appraised figure of $829 per 
acre. 


Some prospective bidders 


among about 75 persons present 
felt the minimums were too high 
on the other lands. Currey was 
among them. 


"This isn't like normal farm 


ground," he explained. "The 
fields aren't square and there's a 
lot of cement. There would have 
been lots of interest with lower 
starting bids." 


But Kreuscher said he "feels 


encouraged" to go ahead with 
plans to sell land from the four 
other former airbases to which 
the aeronautics department 
holds title. An embattled law 
passed in 1969. and since twice 
amended, requires the depart- 
ment to dispose of the land. 


Tentative plans call for the 


sale of the entire McCook air- 
base. 1.943 acres, this fall. Por- 
tions of the other three bases - 
at Harvard. Fairmont and 
Scribner — will be offered later 
under a timetable still to be 
determined. 


Kreuscher noted that the 


Bruning appraiser, Don Achord 
of Lincoln, got the appraising 
contract on a bid basis as 
required by law. He described 
the appraiser as "experienced 
and well qualified." 


Richard Stone of Comstock, a 


member of the Board of 
Educational Lands and Funds, 
was in charge of the auction.

Omaha Youth Sentenced 
For Shooting Cab Driver 


Omaha (AP) — Sent three 


years ago to the Youth Develop- 
ment Center in Kearney in con- 
nection with the slaying of a 
department store security guard, 
an Omaha teenager was 
sentenced Friday to a 18 to 20- 
year prison term for shooting an 
Omaha cab driver last 
November. 


"You drink daily and use hard 


drugs except heroin," Douglas 
County District Court Judge 
John Grant told Morgan E. 
Johnson before passing sen- 
tence. 


"You're not even 17, and 


you've already killed a man and 
put another in the hospital for 
three months," Grant told the 
youth. "I can't rehabilitate 
you. . . . I've got to put you 
away so that you don't shoot 
somebody else." 


Johnson will be 17 March 12. 


Last month, he pleaded guilty to 
charges of shooting with intent 
to kill, wound or maim. The 
charges were filed in connection 
with the wounding of Joseph L. 
Chlebinski, 44, who told police 
that Johnson tried fy rob him 
moments after getting into his 
taxi cab. 


Johnson's public defender, 


Lynn Carey Jr., said he was 
troubled by the youth of his 
client. 


"He spent time in Kearney 


and when he got out, (he was 
paroled in June 1974 at age 15) 
he couldn't get a job," Carey 
said, adding, "It was bound to 
happen again." 


Grant, however, did not buy 


Carey's plea. 


"Maybe society failed you," 


the judge told Johnson. "But 
maybe you failed society too. 
You owe me the right not to 
shoot me." 


Johnson said nothing during 


the sentencing, and laughed 
when Grant wished him good, 
luck before he was escorted 
from the courtroom by depu- 
ties. 


In March 1973, Johnson and 


two other Omaha youths were 
committed to the Youth Devel- 
opment Center in Kearney in 
connection with the shooting 
death of security guard Leonard 
Parkinson, 79. The shooting took 
place in September 1972, with 
Johnson and the other two 
suspects being arrested almost 
three months later. 


Evidence in court indicated 


that Johnson fired the shotgun 
blast that killed Parkinson. 


Woman Gets Life In Fatal Robbery

An Omaha woman has been 
sentenced to life in prison at 
hard labor for her part in a 
robbery of a Council Bluffs 
jewelry store last August which 
resulted in the death of the 
store s owner, John Lucey.

Court Judge J. L. Larson Friday 
passed sentenced on Marsha 


Fuhrmann, 23, who was con- 
victed of first-degree murder last 
month by a Fremont County 
District Court jury. 


In addition to the life term, 


Larson also sentenced Mrs. 
Fuhrmann to 55 years in prison 
for additional convictions on 
charges of robbery with aggrava- 
tion and assault with intent to 
commit murder. 


Attorneys for Mrs. Fuhrmann 


have said they will appeal the 
convictions to the Iowa Supreme 
Court.

convictions in connection with 
the Lucey shooting are Mrs. 
Fuhrmann's husband. Joachim, 
29, and Joe Nuzum, 23, of Coun- 
cil Bluffs.

Although Lincoln residents 


may not yet have felt the full im- 
pact of the current nationwide 
flu outbreak, indications are that 
this year's A-Victoria influenza 
virus' is having a wider effect 
than last year's Port Chalmers 
strain. 


According to Dr. Paul Stoez, 


head of the State Department of 
Health's disease control office, 
last year there was a "spotty" in- 
cidence of the virus throughout 
the state 


•'However, this year, more 


people and communities are in- 
volved." Stoez said. 


Confined To East 


To date, the current outbreak 


has been confined to the eastern 
and southeastern portions of the 
state, he said, "but it is definite- 
ly moving west." 


An example, of the fin's 


current concentration is the 
closing of six schools in -the 
eastern Nebraska towns of 
DeWitt. Wilber, Dorchester, 
Firth, Brainard and Stanton. 


Lincoln schools, on the other 


hand, "just haven't been hit real 
hard yet." said Helen Weber, 
Lincoln Public Schools health 
services supervisor. 


While Monday had the largest 


percentage of absentees, Mrs. 
Weber said, "all of these might 
not have been because of illness. 
Some people may have been out 
of town due to the holiday." 


Normal absentees range from 


3'"' to 4^ of the student popula- 
tion. Monday, however, seven or 
eight schools reported 10% ab- 
sent. 


Still, "seven or eight out of 45 


schools reporting 10^ is not 
high," she said, adding, 
Thursday five schools reported 
having 10% of their students ab- 
sent, while only one school 
reported that rate Friday. 


"I hope it doesn't hit, but next 


week will really tell us," she 
said. 


A spot check of local 


businesses revealed varied 
effects fiom the influenza out- 
break. Some reported only 
average absentees, while others 
reported significant increases. 
One local business noted that a 
couple of their employes 
required hospitalization for 
treatment of the virus. 


"There has been a con- 


siderable amount of the influen- 
za illness being reported from 
physicians and emergency rooms 
in Lincoln. Omaha and Beatrice, 
as well as from physicians of- 
fices in Grand Island and 
Kearney," Stoez said. 


Rising Caseloads 


"The flu is more than a casual 


factor" as far as caseloads at 
local physicians' offices are con- 
cerned, said Dr. P.O. Duensing, 
executive secretary of the Lan- 
caster County Medical Society. 


Duensing said persons may 


have a problem getting ap- 
pointments with local physicians 
not only because of the influenza 
impact, but also because Lincoln 
is the "medical center for 
southeast Nebraska and portions 
of Kansas and Iowa." 


"This will taper off over a 


period of time," he added, but in 
the meantime, if people have 
difficulty arranging ap- 
pointments, "they should call 
here and we will help them

Omaha Reports

Omaha (AP) - What may be 


the biggest outbreak of strep 
throat infections since 1973 has 
hit the Omaha area, a health of- 
ficial said.

control work for the Omaha- 
Douglas County Health Depart- 
ment, said 485 cases of Type-A 
strep were confirmed by the 
department's laboratory last 
January, compared with 282 in 
January 1975. 


There are usually more cases 


of strep throat in February and 
March than in January, Wiley 
said.

dustries station in Scottsbluff." said Herb Hugo, senior 
editor of Plait's OUgram, an industry newsletter. 


"They obviously are selling betow cost and it is the lowest 


in the country since before the oM embargo. If it can happen 
in Scottsbluff it could happen anywhere and that is tbe key

"Scottsbluff may seem an unlikely place for a national 


gasoline price war to start, but it could trigger one," Hugo 
continued.''You get one or two guys starting a fight in a littk 
town and it can become a national one."

Tim Cahill, who Saturday night 
will bid to become the first Class 
A three-time state champion in 
18 years. 


"The only thing I thought 


about all day was Kerry Wein- 
master's head throw," Cahill 
said Friday night after defeating 
the North Platte standout, 13-8, 
in the 185-pound semifinals of 
the 48th annual state high school 
tournament at the NU Coliseum. 


"They've been close friends of 


mine for 12 years," Cahill said of 
Wicker and Faust. "They spent 
all Friday afternoon, throwing 
me on the bed with head throws 
at the Ramada Inn. It was 
serious fun. It helped, too." 


Too Much Attention 


Actually, Cahill thought too 


much attention was focused on 
his meeting with Weinmaster. 


"The attention just built up, 


but he's no tougher than any 
other guy I've wrestled down 
here," Cahill said. "I was more 
psyched about how long it's been 
since a Class A wrestler has won 
three championships." 


The state tourney program 


lists an R. Brown of Omaha 
South as the last Class A wrestler 
to accomplish a "triple crown" 
in 1956, '57 and '58. Cahill also 
has a state record 70-match win 
string going into Saturday's 
championship match against six- 
time loser Jay Santi of Omaha 
Burke. 


Boys Town's Carlos Gonzales 


was a three time state champion 
from 1973-75, but his last title 
was achieved in Class B. 


"I was better friends with 


Weinmaster when we wrestled 
for the 167-pound title as 
sophomores," Cahill said. "The 
rivalry heated up. There must 
have' been 15 North Platte kids 
who came up to me today and 
told me Kerry wasn't going to let 
me get three in a row. 


"I like things like that," he 


added. "Kerry and I haven't 
talked much this year. But I'm 
going over now and talk to him. 
He's a heckuva an athlete." 


Top Linebacker 


Cahill, also a standout 


linebacker in football, is un- 
decided about his college plans. 
"Itll either be Arizona State or 
Nebraska," he said, "and I don't 
know which sport. I'd like to do 
both, but the NCAA won't let 
you play football on a wrestling 
scholarship." 


Cahill was one of 14 of 15 


defending state champions who 
stayed in the running for a 
repeat title after Friday night's 
semifinal round. 


Gering's Doug Block was the 


only defending champ, to lose. 
Cozad's Lane Rinnan handed the 
Gering standout his second loss 
in 27 matches with a 6-3 
semifinal decision. 


Unbeaten wrestlers didn't fare 


as well in Friday's competition. 
Six more lost for the first time, 
leaving 25 unbeatens who will 
compete in Saturday night's 
championship finals. 


The most controversial match 


involving an unbeaten may have 
been Marlin Burki's 8-6 quarter- 
final win over Omaha 
Cathedral's Frank Zitnik. 


The Gordon standout received 


four penalty points in the third 
period to hand Zitnik his first 
loss in 30 matches. 


Omaha referee James Fuxa 


called Zitnik for stalling three 
times, resulting in the four 
penalty points. It was Burki's 
23rd win in 26 matches. 


Lincoln Northeast 112- 


pounder Rene Longona lost for 
the first time in 19 matches. 


Grand Island's Rick Hotz pinned 
him in 3:44. 


A Class B 112-pounder also 


suffered his first loss in the 
semifinals. Wisner-Pilger's Ran- 
dy Von Seggern took a 31-0 
record into his match against 
Gordon's defending state cham-

Police departments in areas 


where there're large numbers of 
elderly residents are doing 
special work to educate their 
members about some of the 
special problems of the elderly 


In addition to the serious 


problems of old persons who 
become lost or who black out or 
fall and receive an injury, which 
are well within the range of 
' normal' experiences for the 
police, there are situations not 
unlike the one you described 
though more intense 


Sometimes an elderly person 


will become so frightened that 
he or she cannot speak, or he 
may become momentarily con- 
fused and need time to pull his 
thoughts together 


Police departments in tandem 


with local mental health 
associations are alerting patrol 
persons to some of these dilem- 
mas and providing insights as to 
how best to deal with such 
situations If the officer in your 
story had been to some of these 
training sessions, hopefully he
